Good. students generally pass the B. A. examination 
at 22 years of age, and after passing the B, A. examination 
it takes them at least two years to be a Licenciate in Civil 
Engineering or a Bachelor in Law, and four years to be a Licen- 
ciate in Medicine: so that they are generally past the pre- 
scribed age by the time they qualify themselves for the public 
service. Moreover, one cannot expect to obtain an appoint: 
ment as soon as he has finished his studies. In these cir- 


cumstances, it would be better to raise the limit from 25 to 30 


years.

Mr. Oldham so much liked the place that, when 
the stud was abolis hed, he took it into his head to transfer the 
tahsildar’s and the munsif’s offices to that place in order to 
maintain the one or two bungalows which became empty onthe 
abolition of the stud. He obtained the sanction of the Govern- 
ment to the transfer on the ground that the measure wuuld be 
economical. But it should be observed that Rasadia is situ- 
ated in the desert in one corner of the pargana of Muham- 
madabad. The jurisdiction of the tahsildar extends to thirty- 
six miles on the west of the place, but only to four miles on 
the north. Those zamindars who live in the extreme west 
of the pargana are exposed to great inconvenience in -paying 
the revenue. They cannot reach Rasadia in one day. Nor 
is there any safe place on the way where they could break 
their journey and stay for one night without fear of loss 
of their money. The new pargana which has lately been 
added to Muhammadabad is also situated at a distance from 
Rasadia. - The few: houses: belonging to the old stad, which 
stand ‘at the place are being dismantled, and the materials 
sent to Ballia. As regards the question of economy, it 
should be observed that the Government had to pay no house- 
rent for the buildings occupied by the tahsildar’s and munsif’s 
offices at Muhammadabad, but it has to pay Rs. 31l.every 
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year. on account of house-rent at Rasadia, In these circum- 
stances, there seems to be no reason why the offices should be
